Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. The statement "yoke of said coil which serves as a 

support base" lacks sufficient structure. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: • 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fujii 

et al. 

Regarding claim 1 t see figure 4. Fujii et al. teaches a circuit breaker comprising 
a power source side terminafmember [19], a fixed contact [16], an opposing moving 
contact [12], a moving member [5], a load-side terminal member [31], a toggle 
mechanism [2, 4, 5, 7] having a link portion [4], a handle [2] for manually operating the 
mechanism, the link mechanism being triggered when excessive current flows through 
the coil to separate the contacts [col. 6 lines 6-20] a coil [17] with yoke [25] and means 
for effecting a triggering operation [23, 26] when excess current flows through the coil. 
Fujii et al. fails to disclose the claimed position of the coil. It would have been obvious 
to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to switch the 
location of the coil from the source-side to the load-side, since it has been held that 
rearranging parts of an invention involves only routine skill in the art. In re Japikse, 86 
USPQ 70. 

Regarding claim 2, see figure 4. A fixed frame [6, 101] and yoke [25] are 
disposed at different positions. 

Regarding claim 3, the fixed frame is supported at two positions on said casing. 
The fixed frame consisted of pins integrally formed in the casing; therefore the fixed 
frame [6, 13] is supported by the casing.
